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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the independent claims 1,9, 11, and 13 to overcome the prior art 
rejection of the previous office action. Claims 1, 5-11, and 13-24 are allowed. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Heeger et al., Patton et at., and AAPA do not disclose: 

• A second source/drain electrode provided separately from the first source/drain 
electrode on the insulating film made of a hole injecting material whose work 
fimction is higher than 4.26 eV, the second source/drain electrode including an 
adhesive base layer made of the electron injecting material and entirely covered 
with the hole injecting material. 
Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1,5-11, and 13-24 are allowed.
